Hundreds of Michigan 
National Guard Troops are 
doing their annuat training on a 
simulated army base which has 
been dubbed “Iraqistan.” 

Soldiers who have been or are 
currently deployed to the war on 
terrorism stay on Fixed 
Operating Bases (FOB), mili- 
tary bases which are essentially 
tiny cities which include all the 
amenities and facilities the 
troops need to facilitate their 
mission. Between 300 to 1,500 
troops may be based on a FOB, 
depending on the mission the 
soldiers have been trained to 
complete. 

For the second year in a row, 
Michigan National Guard troops 
have trained at the FOB 
Wolverine at Camp Graying 
during annual training. Tons of 
sand have been hauled in to cre- 
ate a desert-like environment 
live in are set up on the base. 
The base has its own medical 
center, chapel and military wel- 
fare and recreation center, where 
the soldiers can watch movies or 
have barbeques during off duty 
hours. Troops must request per- 
mission to leave the FOB from a 
movement control cell, and can 
only travel in convoys of no less 
than three vehicles. 

During annual training, the 
troops are conducting entry con- 
tro] point training, learning to 
protect the entrances of the base 
from insurgents and suicide car 


tody while conducting a vehicle search.

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it resolved, we will have to oper- 
ate with less. services and cut 
back staff”? said Lanice Rutter, 
chairwoman for the Grayling 
Regional Chamber of Commerce 
Board of Directors. 

The current mission of the 
chamber of commerce is to serve 
as an advocate for Crawford 
County, focusing on the protec- 
tion and advancement of eco- 
nomic and business develop- 
ment, community image, natural 
resources and the quality of life 
of the region.

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Zoning approved 
for theme park

Grayling Township planners 
approved the zoning for a $161 
million theme park proposed to 
be developed south of the City of 


Grayling. 
The Grayling Township 
Planning Commission, — last 


week, approved a planned unit 
development for the theme park 
called Main Street America Inc., 
which is proposed to be built on 
1,800 acres of land located east 
of I-75 and north of Four Mile 
Road. The recommendation will 
now go to the Crawford County 
Planning Commission for their 
review. 

Approval of the planned unit 
development suspends the previ- 
ous zoning classification for the 
property. 

Patrick Crosson, the project 
manager for Mainstreet America, 
will have to come back to plan- 
ners for each building and devel- 
opment on the property. 

“Each and every structure and 
anything that has to be built there 
will have to be approved by the 
planning commission,” said 
Terry Wright, the Grayling 
Township Supervisor and zoning 
administrator. “Once he starts 
building, he probably will be 
back before us on a monthly- 
basis.” 

Grayling Township planners 
approved the conceptual plan for 
Main Street America, Inc. in 
May, a step required by 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) to have the 
property appraised for the poten- 


tial sale to the developers. 

In 2000, the DNR entered into 
a memorandum of understanding 
with Grayling area officials 
which made about 1,800 acres of 
land located east of I-75 avail- 
able for industrial or commercial 
development. The pact with the 
state to develop the land is with 
the Crawford County Economic 
Development Partnership. 

In June 2006, Axiom 
Entertainment, a company 
Crosson is involved with, signed 
a memorandum of understanding 
with the DNR, giving the firm a 
two-year option to purchase the 
entire tract of Jand. . 

The theme park will include a 
water park, children’s play area, 
a high end resort, outdoor 
amphitheater, a NASCAR style 
racing track and retail stores. 

Developers also plan to cele- 
brate the nostalgia of Christmas 
year round and hope to make 
snow throughout the entire year. 
They also want to have the 
largest Christmas tree and largest 
Ferris wheel at the the park. 

Crosson said he was pleased to 
receive the zoning approval from 
township planners. 

“Obviously, we feel this is a 
very positive step and we contin- 
ue to move forward with our 
plans,” he said. 

About 100 people attended the 
meeting last week. 

Some adjacent property own- 
ers raised concerns over being 
able to access their land, 

Crosson said he will ensure

Soldiers which have deployed 


to Iraq, such as Brian Sinclair 


from the 1439th Engineering 
Detachment, portrayed insur- 
gents during the training. The 
enemy comes out of the woods 
and from the sides, of the 
entrance to the base. and troops 
have (o determine if they are 
friendly or are the enemy. 

“It provides realism for what 
the troops have been training for 

have maybe heard about,” 
said Sinclair. “We keep chang- 
ing our programs and scenarios 
that we’re throwing at them.” 

A public address system and a 
pop-up lraqi figure conducting 
“a call to prayer,’ a religious 
ceremony held five | times 
throughout the day in Iraq, also 
tests the soldiers on if an insur- 
gent is calling out orders or is 
actually telling others to pray. 

“That’s the kind of judgement 
calls the troops are having to 
make overseas every day over- 
seas,” said Master Sgt. Ron 
Raflik, a spokesperson for the 
Michigan National Guard. 

A female soldier portrayed ¢ 
pregnant woman holding ¢ 
bomb during the training, simu- 
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lating a recent incident where an 
Iraqi mother of eight tried to 
attack troops for the insurgent 
cause. 

“We're kind of writing the text 
book as we go,” Raflik said. 

The troops are also learning 
how to find and detect impro- 
vised explosive devices, bombs 
made from common household 
lems that can be detonated with 
a cell phone. 

The devises are being placed 
along roadways, under vehicles, 
trash, dead antmals or dead peo- 
ple. A pop can may be placed on 
a car antenna to detonale a sui- 
cide car bomber who may 
choose not to follow through 
with an attack. 

“They’re pouring everything 
they can into trying to beat us,” 
said Master Sgt. Dave Schneider 
of the Joint Force Headquarters 
unit based out of Lansing. 

After learning how to search 
homes, cars and detect booby 
trapped doors for explosive 
devices, the soldiers are tested 
on their training on Sutter's 
Lane, The course is dedicated to 
the memory of Staff Sgt. 
Michael Sutter of the 745th 
Ordnance Company based out of

the park’s neighbors that they 
will have access property under 
their legal rights.

“They are the only two com- 
ponents that will be [it up, along 
with the securtly lighting that we 
will be required to have,” 
Crosson said. 

Axiom Entertainment ts seck- 
ing to bond between $5 and $7 
million through = Crawford 
County to pay for infrastructure 
and electrical upgrades for the 
devetopment, 

The developers are also count- 
ing on the Michigan Department 
of Transportation to budget state 
funds to upgrade I-75 and Four 
Mile Road to handle — the 
increased traffte, Crosson said 
that the park could draw up to 
55,000 visitors a day during the 
peak summer tourism season. 

Lance Weyeneth, a local real 
estale agent and conservationist,

“We know we’re going and we 
know we have to be combat 
ready,’ Vern said. “There is no 


more weekend warrior. That all 
ended on Sept. 1.” 

There are 2,300 Michigan 
National Guard soldiers taking 
part in annual training al Camp 
Grayling, down from a typical 
training period due to the 
deployment of troops. Soldiers 
are also not required to go to 
annual training for one year after 
serving a mission. 

“The fewer people training, 
the better focused it can be, so 
is definitely not a disadvan- 
tage,” Raflik said. “There is a 
very high sense of urgency to 
accomplish as much as we can 
in the little time that we have.” 

Since Sept. 11, 2001, more 
than 85 percent of the Michigan 
National Guard has been 
deployed in support of 
Operation Iraqi Freedom and 
Operation Enduring Freedom. 
More than 80 percent of. the, 
Michigan National Guard 
remain available and ready to 
respond to a state emergency 
including a terrorist event, 

“it’s a Guard family and it’s a 
Guard community, and there is a 
real world mission out there and 
we're ready for it every day,” 
Raflik said. 


City officials plan for 
parking, construction

Grayling City officials are 
working on plans for additional 
parking during the upcoming 
streetscape project as well 
long range plans for parking in 
the downtown business district, 
The Grayling City Council 
took input, last week, from rep- 
resentatives from the Grayling 


Uptown District Association for 


parking during the $1.3 million 
streetscape project. 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer said he has been negoti- 
ating a lease for parking space 


with Bill Gannon, the owner of 


the former Chief Shoppenagon's 
Motor Motel. Gannon pur- 
chased the property earlier this 
year. 

Gannon also owns Gannon 
Broadcasting = Bear's Den 
Pizzeria, Dawson and Stevens 
Classic Dinner, Growler’s Pub 
Pizza anc Brew and the former 
Ben Franklin's butlding. 

Thayer said he has been nego- 
liating a lease for the property 
with Gannon since February. 

“We've been wrestling with 
this, so we're sending back a 


response to his proposal to see if 


we can get something done,” 
Thayer said. 

Improvements would be made 
to the parking area by the end of 
August if a deal on a lease can 
be reached, Thayer said. 

Meanwhile, city — officials 
planned to award the contract 
for the streetscape project: on 
Tuesday afternoon, when bids 
were due from contractors, 

Since the contractors have a 


[00-day deadline to complete 
the project, Thayer said con- 
struction should begin within 10 
days. 

Contractors will be working 
on one block and one side of the 
street at a time, although the 
final staging and scheduling for 
work was part of the bid specifi- 
cations city officials will review. 

“We need to move as fast as 
we can, sO we can start the 
clock,” Thayer said. 

Businesses will remain open 
during the construction and ply- 
wood will be placed in front of 
businesses to provide temporary 
sidewalks, 

“We will plan it so it will be 
as least disruptive as possible 
right from the get go,” Thayer 
said. 

The project’ will include 
installing brick paved side- 
walks, leveling and widening 
the sidewalks, landscaping, dec- 
orative strect lights, replacing 
sewer and water mains and 
repaving Michigan Avenue and 
Burton Court streets. 

The City of Grayling was 


awarded a $519,767 
Community Development 
Block Grant from the Michigan 
Economic Development 


Corporation to help pay tor 
water, sewer and street upgrades 
in the downtown business dis- 
trict, 

A total of $224,100 of the 
project will be paid for through 
a special assessment levied on 
downtown business ‘owners, 
based on the amount of property 
they own fronting Michigan 
Avenue.

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Businesses forced to relocate

Grayling residents seeking a 
new hair style from a local barber 
and beautician will have to go to 
different locations soon after a 
local developer changed plans 
for the property they Icase. 

Jim VanderLaan, the owner of 
Convent Capital, a Lake City 
based development firm, 
informed tenants in a letter on 
July 23 that they will have to 
vacate the building they lease on 
Huron Street by Sept. 14. 

The move effects the Essence 
of Beauty, the Riverside 
Barbershop, the local American 
Federation of Teachers office and 
H & R Block. 

VanderLaan is selling property 
he owns on the corner of the I-75 
Business Loop and M-72 East to 
Madison Heights Developer 
Larry Campbell, who will be 
building a Walgreens drug store 
on the land. 

Initially, VanderLaan told his 
tenants that the drug store would 
be located on the property where 
Cornell Insurance and Coldwell 
Banker-Comell Realty are locat- 
ed as well as the former Pizza 
Hut site. He said he planned to 
demolish the building which was 
used by the Resurrection Life 
Church. The congregation 
recently moved into it's new 
church located on M-72 East. 

VanderLaan, in a letter dated 
April 5, also told his tenants that 
he planned to put a new roof on 
the building and replace the heat- 
ing and air conditioning equip- 
ment.

VanderLaan said the decision 
to demolish the second building 
was made when changes were 
made regarding the size of the 
Walgreens store, and the location 
of driveways and easements for 
the site plan. The Grayling City 
Planning Commission approved 
plans for the Walgreens store in 
June. 

VanderLaan said that his ten- 
ants have been operating on a 
month-to-month lease for years, 
and could have left with little 
notice. 

VanderLaan said he will not 
charge his tenants rent for the 


two weeks in September, He is 


also working with agents at 
Coldwell Banker-Cornell Realty 
in hopes of helping them relo- 
cate, 

“It’s unfortunate that some 
businesses will be displaced, but 
I just think Walgreens will be a 
tremendous asset to the area,” 
VanderLaan said. “Hopefully, the 
renaissance of Grayling will con- 
tinue.” 

Penny Solomonson, the owner 
of Essence of Beauty, has oper- 
ated on Huron Street for 30 
years. She is now looking for a 
new location to finish out her 
career, 

“} only have eight more years 
before ] can retire,’ Solomonson 
said. “I need some place to go, 
where I can conduct business.” 

Solomonson said she was 
shocked when she received a sec- 
letter from VanderLaan, 
informing her that the building 
was going to be demolished. 

“He has a right to anything he 


wants to with the property, but I 
would have liked to have been 
given some sort of considera- 
tion,” Solomonson said. “At this 
point, I’m having a hard time 
finding a place to go.” 

Luther Clyburn, the owner of 
the Riverside Barbershop, said 


he was disheartened when 
informed that he had to leave the 
building. 


“Pm literally heartbroken,” 
Clyburn said. “The people in this 
town have been so good to me, 
and now I’m going to have to 
relocate in 53 days. * 

Clyburn said he is upset that 
VanderLaan reneged on the 
promises he made to upgrade the 
building earlier this year. 

“He totally dishonored every 
commitment he gave me,” 
Clyburn said. 

After giving a regular cus- 
tomer a haircut last week, 
Clyburn vowed to find a new 
location. Clyburn said he has a 
number of customers seeking 
new locations for his business, 
but he does not want to risk mov- 
ing into a new building that may 
be sold out from under him. 

“I’m working every little bit of 
magic [ can,” Clyburn said. 

Pam Prause, office manager 
for the American Federation of 
Teachers, which represents 20 
teacher’s and school support staff 
unions, said they will find a new 
office to lease or will buy a build- 
ing. 

“Pm just an office,” Prause 
said. “The other tenants are hav- 
ing a hard time finding a place 
they can afford and that meets 
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Murals cause stir with city officials

Two murals recently painted 
on downtown Grayling business- 
es has caused city officials to 
take a closer look at the commu- 
nity’s sign ordinance, 

City of Grayling officials 
recently sent letters to the owners 
of the Xpress Copy Center and 
Flowers by Josie, informing 
them that murals painted to pro- 
mote their businesses were in 
violation of the city’s sign ordi- 
nance. 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer said that Xpress Copy 
Center did not get a permit for 
the mural, which features a flock 
of deer running through the 
woods and an adjacent bald eagle 
surrounded by an American Flag. 
A painted sign, next to the mural, 
promotes the services of the 
business. Fhe mural was painted 
by Grayling artist Dean Worden. 

Thayer said the mural is in 
violation of the total amount of 
wall signage a business is 
allowed to have, which is based 
on the amount of property 
Xpress Copy has fronting 
Michigan Avenue. Xpress Copy 
Center has signs on Michigan 
Avenue, as well as on the outside 
wall fronting the 1-75 Business 
Loop. Thayer said City Attorney 
Dave Sabin and city officials will 


address businesses which have 
multiple outside walls for sig- 
nage as they tweak the ordi- 
nance. 

A mural painted on the back of 
the Bicycle Shop, which was 
commissioned by Ernie Dawson, 
the owner of Flowers by Josie 
and Thanks a Latte, was com- 
pleted last month to promote the 
three businesses. The mural, 
done by Grayling artist Terry 
Dickinson, is a rendering of a 
poster created by Alphonse 
Mucha, a popular artist in the 
late 1800s and early [900s 
known for developing the — art 
nouveau technique. 

Thayer said Dawson also 
failed to get a permit for the 
mural, The city’s sign Ordinance 
also does not allow off premise 
advertising. 

Thayer said that the business- 
es owners would have been fine 
if the images were painted on the 
buildings, and did not paint 
wording advertising the busi- 
nesses. 

“Murals are fine, it’s when: you 
combine them with advertising 
where it becomes an issue,” 
Thayer said, 

Thayer said city officials have 
worked with other businesses 
and entities in the community 
such as Dollar Castle and Mercy 
Hospital Grayling to address 


sign issues. 

“By getting a permit, we can 
work with them to make what 
they want to do work,” Thayer 
said, 

Thayer said that Sabin is tak- 
ing the lead on addressing the 
mural issues. The sign ordinance 
was adopted in April, 2005, and 
was amended in February to 
address the size and height of 
signs promoting commercial 
businesses. 

Thayer said the Grayling City 
Council and officials will hold 
firm on sign ordinance regula- 
tions to control sign blight in the 
community. 

Thayer added that the U.S. 
Supreme Court recently issued 
an opinion regarding California 
State Statues regulating murals 
with advertising, which said that 
the murals with advertising were 
considered to be works of art and 
not just mere signs. 

“There is definitely a balanc- 
ing act we have to deal with,” 
Thayer said. 

Connie Beard, the owner of 
Xpress Copy Center, said she 
had no comment when contacted 
by the Avalanche. 

Dawson also declined com- 
ment, saying he was working 
with city official in hopes of get- 
ling the issues with his mural 
resolved, 


the state regulations they work 
under.” 

Jim Truxton, who owns the H

Crawford County’s economic struggles? 


To the editor: 

My name is John Bebow. I'ma 
private cilizen and Crawford 
County property owner. Several 
years ago, my high schoof buddies 
and { byilt a cabin here, We love it 
here because, as you describe on 
the Grayling Township web site, 
this is a place where nature sur- 
rounds. We've spent many days 
fishing and kayaking the waters of 
Crawford County. 

I recently had the opportunity to 
visit with Mr. Crosson from Main 
Street America. The man has 
dreams and passion, two things 
Michigan needs. 

The Grayling community 
decided years ago to develop the 
land near the Four Mile Road 
interchange. Some of Crawford 
County’s largest employers are 
oul there and it seems they’ve 
developed in relative harmony 
with the tourism that brings in 45 
million dollars a year to Crawford 
County. 

So, Vm not here to act as a no- 
growth nimby. I’m here to ask 
three questions. 

1, Is Main Street America the 
answer to Crawford County's eco- 
nomic struggles? 

In idle conversation, my fishing 
buddies and I have questioned 
whether milltons of people are 
really going to come to Grayling 
to visit another Main Street, or to 
stare at a land-Jocked aircraft car- 
ricr, cide an assembly line roller 
coaster, or hang out in) another 
year-round Christmas display. We 
wonder whether people are going 
to flock to more shopping than the 
bounty already available in Metro 
Detroit, Grand Rapids, Lansing, 
Birch Ruin, Frankenmuth, 
Gaylord, Cadillac, West’ Branch, 
Mackinac City, Petoskey, ‘Traverse 
City and clsewhere. But that’s 
just’ kitchen table economics. 
Bankers and other investors will 
ultimately decide whether they 
want to put money behind this 
plan, 

History cant be ignored, 
though, Michigan has a poor (rack 
record with amusement parks, 
AwoWorld got $35 million tax 
dollars in the [980s Tt was sup- 
posed to attract 900,000 people a 
year (o downtown Flint. It closed 


in two years. Cereal City opened 
in 1998 in Battle Creek and 
recently closed. It opened with a 
million dollar state loan under the 
theory that it would provide, 
quote, wonderful interactive expe- 
riences and entertainment for the 
entre family. But the eventual 
headline in Battle Creek was 
Snap. Crackle. FLOP? 

It’s seven years after the town- 
ship and DNR cut a deal to sell the 
Four Mile Road land for industri- 
al development. But there { sits 
empty and Grayling is hungry for 
hetter jobs. No doubt, the con- 
struction of the amusement park 
would provide some temporary 
boom. What about the jobs at the 
park? If successful, Main Street 
America would pay about $20 
million a year in wages. That’s an 
average of $10,000 per fob. That’s 
less than one-third of the current 
average household income in 
Crawford County. More than two- 
thirds of the projected amusement 
park wages are for food service or 
retail. 

Are those the kinds of jobs 
you’re looking for? 

2. When will officials fully 
assess the potential environmental 
impacts of a large amusement 
park? 

Mr. Crosson has worked hard to 
be sensitive lo some environmen- 
tal issues, He’s trying to figure 
out a way to truck in much of the 
initial water needed to fill those 
pools and water slides. He plans to 
treat and store parking lot runoff 
in lined retention ponds. He has 
suggested he can power the park 
with windmills and other alterna- 
live energies. All of that sounds 
like environmentally sensitive 
thinking. But there are additional 
environmental questions — that 
Grayling Township and the devel- 
oper are legally required to 
answer. 

According to the memorandum 
of understanding between the 
township and the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources, 
any sale of the state land in ques- 
{ion requires an environmental 
appraisal which includes water 
usage, hydrology, and waste dis- 
posal matters. Environmental 
issues and aquifer protection will 


be a particular concern. 

Does such an environmental 
appraisal exist for the Main Street 
America development? If so, 
where can the public review it? If 
it doesn’t exist, when will it be 
produced? 

Mr. Crosson told me he didn’t 
have clear water use projections 
but estimated that the park, when 
fully constructed, would have an 
impact similar to a city with a 
population of 50,000 people. 
That’s more than three times the 
current population of Crawford 
County. Maybe the aquifer could 
handle that kind of withdrawal 
just fine. Maybe it can’t. Does 
anyone here know? Isn't tt a 
question that should be addressed 
and discussed first, especially 
given that the park is going to be 
just. a few miles from one of the 
most famous and beloved rivers in 
the United States? 

Can the region’s landfills han- 
dle the waste stream of 50,000 
additional people? Can the public 
safety services handle the emer- 
gency response liabilities? 

Mr. Crosson also described the 
park to me as a display of tremen- 
dous architecture and light, 
including nightly fireworks. Given 
the past debates over artillery 
noise at Camp Grayling, are 
Crawford County residents inter- 
ested in nightly fireworks? 

3. Should Crawford County tax- 
payers go into debt to build the 
park? 

Mr. Crosson is working hard to 
gain a variety of public assistance, 
Most relevant, he wants Crawford 
County taxpayers to take on five 
million dollars in bond debt to 
help him construct infrastructure 
within the park. 

Would county bond funding 
require a vote of the public? If not, 
why not? 

If the park succeeds, the owners 
project they will make tens of mil- 
lions of dollars a year in profit, 
maybe even as much as $50 mil- 
lion per year. So why do they 
need Crawford County taxpayers 
to share the debt burden? 

Thank you for considering 
these questions.

Forest service closes two 
areas to public access 


The USDA Forest Service has 
temporarily closed two areas 
within the Pine River 
Management Area of the Huron- 
Manistee National Forests to 
public access. 

The areas are located in east- 
ern Alcona and Iosco counties 
and were part of historic bomb- 
ing practice ranges used by air- 
craft from the former Wurtsmith 
Air Force Base. 

Although the ranges have not
